Peary failed to reach the pole 
as he had confldently hoped to do 
With his specially conslnii ted resiKei, 
Tbo Roosevelt, but he penetm'ed 
nearer to the pole than the Duke 
Abrutsis eipedttlon, which held the 
Arctic record, 86 degrees 34 min- 
utes. What Peary did and his exper- 
lencea during the past year In tho 
frooon north are briefly but vtvidl^ 
aaaaurlsod in a communication ro- 
colrod bore last night by Herbert L. 
Brtdgman, secretary of tha Peary 
Arctic club.
